ANNOUNCES 


TORONTO—When 75,000 tons of 
rock broke away recently from the 
ledge of Niagara Falls to pile ina 
picturesque heap at the foot of the 
great cataract ‘t called attention to 
the slow process by which Nature is 
undermining this natural marvel. of 
North America and speeded up steps 
long in contemplation for minimizing 
their effect. 

It is expected an inquiry into the 
collapse, which took a huge bite out 
of the rim of the Falls ail be heid 
jomtly by the governments of Canada 
and the United States, It also may 
exped'te action in regard to ‘certain 
remedial steps proposed by a Conven 
tion signed by the two countries in 
1919, endorsed by the Parliament of 
Canada but still awaiting’ the official 
approval of the United States Senate 

The object of this Niagara Conven 
tion is the construction of works to 
restore, preserve and enhance the 
scenic beauty of the Falls. Remedial 
works were recommended by an in- 
*] termational board and were to consist 
of submerged deflecting wires placed 
in the rapids above the Falls, lying 
diagonally and irregularly across the 
current and so constructed as to be 
ind'stingu‘shable from the natural 
irregularities of rock ridges.

The’ 99 per 
vent of grain couw.panies who are serv 
ing the grain growers of 49 per cent. 
of wheat acreage have conducted 
their own bustness on their credit. 
They have paid such prices for grain 
as resulted in growers staying with 
them and justified. banks financing 
them without government guarantees. 
Today finds them and their clients 
independent business men, permitting 
‘to think and act for themselves, stand 
ing on their own feet, paying their 
own bills, penalized for their own 
mistakes, not merely excusing them. 
Not onty do members of the wheat 
pool talk of forcing all grain growers 
to he-p pay for their errors of ommis- 
sion and commission, but they have 
already called up the governments of 
the three prairie provinces for credit 
support at the banks, and have re- 
ceived it, and are now hopefully wait- 
ing for the dominion government to 
shoulder their load. In the meantime 
if the management of the Canadian 
wheat pool has effected any personal 
economies or any retrenchment of ex- 
penses in operation it has not been 
Stressed by the press, though the 
conference at Calgary would have 
been an opportune time for very dras- 
tic reforms aolng this sine, 
GEO.

A PLEA FOR

The recent visit to Alberta, and ad 

dresses dclivered by the Rev. Ben.

none of thetr Dusindss, except insofar 
as The Ant'-Saloon League may pro- 
fit, should the result of a projected 
plebiscite, by mutilating, the Liquor 
Control Act, give‘an appearance of a 
step backward, and be seized upon by 
the professional Probibition‘sts in the 
United States as evidence that could 
be used to bolster up their discredited 
cause. : 
Very many. people of Alberta will 
resent Rey Spence’s interference. 
They will dscount any statement 
which may be made by the Reverend 
gentieman in praise Of a system 
which has led his coumtry into the 
monal and social debacle that is look

the Reverend Spences, Truc-Wilsons, 
Cannons Jr.—are far from helpful 
to the spiritual functionings of the 
Church itself, 

* And to further aggravate the case 
the unChr'stian vindictiveness with 
(vihigh these so-called Christian lead- 
ers are imbued, and which has led 
them to ask for laws of ‘wicked sev- 
erity for the pumishment of non-crim 
inal transgressors of an unenforcable 
law. Their ferocity has caused m'‘l- 
lions of men to question the sincerity 
of all those who have been ordained 
to the service of Qhrist. 

In the same way, our ardent’ Pro- 
hibition'sts, holding fast, to their im- 
practica: and blind faith in Pro- 
hibition, are losing the sympathy and 
support of real Temperance people. 
Neither the Proh'bition Association, 
nor the Women’s Christian Temper- 
ance ‘Union, are now able to attract 
to their memberships men and wo- 
men who have that essential youthful 
zest which is a prime necessity for 
Education. ‘ ; 

To save, preserve, and develop an 
‘ntelligent interest in Temperance 
work, which will appea to all who 
take an (interest in the moral and 
social well-being of the people, it 
Seems necessary that our so-called re 
formers should be taken at their’ real 
value, instead of a sentimenta one; 
that the negative results of their 
futit, efforts should be publicly ap- 
praised by a leader of outstand!ng 
character, undoubted ability, one who 
has: the confidence of tite people. 


Unfortunately there are few indeed 
who combine in themselves these 
three essential qua‘ifications, for, in 
the first shock of so courageous a 


pronouncement against Proh{hition 
which, unfortunately, hae taken a 
pseudo-religious. quality, would" pro- 


duce a storm of frenzied reproach 
and bitter denunciation which would 
be directed at one daring to vo'ce 
80 unorthodox—and to the zealous— 
80 sacrilegious an attitude. 

But the one who drew upon him, or 
herself, such opprobium, would ,win 
general appreciation among that 
great, body of public opin’on which 
constitutes the majority of the peo- 
ple. The greatest reward, however, 
would be the renewal of public confi 
dence, and the attraction of new sup 
port to a program of social reform, 
including Temperance Education, 
which, by virtue of teach’ng, preach 
ing, precept; and example, the only | 
proven means by which past genera- 
tions have been advanced toward a 
greater measure of abstinence, and 
on which we must place all our hopes 
of realizing the great ideal.

DISTINGUISHED FAMILY 
LONDON—The 9th Earl of Bess- 
borough, Canada’s new governor- 
geémeral, comes 
whose lineage includes 
tinguished soldiers, parliamentarjans, 
and Jawyers. One of the Governor- 
General's relations is the a 


Lord Arthur Ponsonby, under-secre- 
tary for Dominion affairs, and cha‘r- 
man of the Overseas Settlement Com- 
mittee. . 
The family was founded by John 
Ponsonby, of Cumberland, Fingiand 
Early @ the 17th century the fam‘ly 


removed to Ireland, where the first |; 


baronet, Sir John Ponsonby, became 
Sheriff of Wicklow and,.Kilkenny 
count'es in 1654. William Ponsonby 
became the first Baron Bessborough 
of Ineland im 1721, and the year after 
wards was the frst Viscount Duncam- 
non of the United K'ngdom. 

The first Darl of Bessborough was 
Brabazoh Ponsonby, appointed 1739; 
and the finst- Baron Ponsonby was 
William Brabazon, 1774-1806, meni- 
ber of the Irish Privy Council. 

Wifiliam, the second ear, was the 
lord of the admiralty from 1746 to 
1756. Sir Frederick, second son ot 
the third earl, was a brikiiant soldier 
Gistingul shed himself mn the Spanish 
campaign of 1809. He served with 
the light cavalry at the battle of 
Waterloo, 1815. - 

Viscount John Ponsonby; born in 
1770, was a shrewd diplomat. He 
was an exceptionally handsome man 
and biographers agsort that he was 
first seni to South America at the 
nstamce of George IV becaasse the 
latter monarch was perhaps’a little 
jealous of attentions paid to Ponsou- 
by by Lady Canyngham. 

In any event, Viscount John had a 
brilliant diplomatic career im Buenos 
Alires, Rio De Janeiro, Brussels, 
Naples, Constantinople, and. Vienna 
before his death in 1885. 

John Wiliam, the fourth earl (born 
1781), died while holding the high of-. 
fice of Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, 
in 1847, He was also one of thos: 
who prepared the finst Engi'sh Re- 
form Bill, in 1830, and he served in 
the Cabinet of Lord Melbourne as 
home secretary and later, bord privy 
seal, 

Another distinguished member of 
the family was the sixth earl, Freder- 
ick George (1815-95), as a br‘liiant 
lawyer who headed the committce 
which advised repeal of the Irish
